Safety Director Weigh

The disciplinary hearing of 
two Cincinnati policemen ac 
cused of sexual misconduct 
with a married woman closed 
last week without judgement 
on the status of the accused 
officers 

The case, which was being 
heard by Cincinnati Satety 
Director, Henry Sandman 
deals with accusation of Mrs 
Luvenia* Woods that Cincin 
nati Patrolmen, Marcellus R 
Abel, 25, and Stephen Fithin, 
24, had sexual relations with 
her against her will 

Mrs. Woods says the two 
officers had sexual relations 
with her on August 9 at the 
Cerebral Palsy Center 
grounds on Victory Parkway 


near Glenwood Avenue Mrs 
Woods said the acts took 
place in an official police 
cruiser The disciplinary 
hearing came about after the 
two officers had been tried 
and found not guilty of 
Criminal rape charges. Testi- 
mony trom the hearing, which 
lasted three days, was taken 
to be studied by the safety 
director before he made any 
recommendation to City 
Manager E. Robert Turner 

The city manager will make 
the final decision on what if 
any disciplinary action will be 
taken

Lancaster 
was held at Central until dis- 
position of Harrison's condi- 
tion was made known 

The other lead Christmas 
present was delivered to 
Eugene Smith, 36 of '31 W 
Liberty Street 

Smith was reported in fair 
condition at Cincinnati 
General Hospital also with a 
bullet wound in the stomach,

The Head Start program of 
Cincinnati, Hamilton County, 
and Clermont has been 
designated as a model 
Program for regional Head 


Start dental and medical 
screenings. 
Local efforts have sur- 


passed national guidelines in 
plaque control, preventive 
dentistry, and medical 
screening and follow-up ser- 
vices. 

“Although Federal Guide- 
lines require us to set up 
medical and dental screen- 
ings, we don’t do a thing 
without parental consent,” 
States Mrs. Marcia Earley, 
Health Coordinator of Head 
Start 

“Parents must accompany 
their children to the medical 
screenings, and we en- 
courage them to get involved 
in the dental program. We 
need to have signed parent- 
consent forms in all cases." 

The basic dental program 
emphasizes plaque-control 
and toothbrushing, | utilizing 
red vegetable dyes (or 
“disclosing solutions’) to 
identify and remove plaque 
build-up on teeth 

As an additional option for 
interested families, Head 
Start offers a program of 
Prophytaxis for decay preven- 
tion 

These individual treat- 
ments, widely accepted by 
Head Start Families, involve 
the children in a do.-it- 


yourself preparation and ap- 
Plication procedure which 
bears the approval of the 
State Board of Dentistry. 

The entire Head Start den- 
tal program is operated under 
superivision of Dr. Robert 
Creedon, director of the 
Children’s Dental Foun- 
dation. 

The medical program in- 
cludes multiplastic screening 
of some 1700 children, in- 
cluding children from Head 
Start, from the Cincinnati 
Board of Education's ESEA- 
funded pre-school program, 
and from the Wesley Day 
Care Center 

Screenings are held from 
9:00 am. to 1:00 pm in the 
Outpatient Department of 
Children's Hospital Medical 
Center. The programs are 
organized on Sundays to 
make it more convenient for 
parents to accompany their 
children 


The multiphasic screening 
program includes a complete 
physical examination hearing 
and vision test, growth ass- 
essment, and- immunizations 
where appropriate, The 
screening team includes a 
group of identified problems. 


The medical staff, in- 
cluding many physicians 
from Children's Hospital, is 
organized by Dr. David Van 
Ginkel.,. 


Volunteers, who assist in 
filling out forms and escor- 
ting children through the 
examination, are recruited 
from local high schools. 


The Cincinnati Head Start 
Medical screening program 
has been studied as a model 
for regional Head Start 
Screenings. More than 500 
children are examined in the 
first two months of the 
program.

The story came to light af- 
ter one of the local TV 
Stations found out about it 
and broke it on the afternoon 
news. it was then brought out 
that although there was an in- 
ternal investigation being 
made the policamen, Abel 
and Fithin were still working 


anni they had been 
“to “less sensitive” 


positions. 

They were suspended by 
Police Chief Cari Goodin af- 
ter both policemen had been 
indicted by the Hamilton 
County Grand Jury on crimin- 


al charges. Both officers 
were found not guilty of the 
criminal charges, by Judge 
Paul Riley of Wilmington, 
Ohio, before whom the case 
was tried. 

The two officers still had to 
face a departmental discip- 
linary hearing which is where 
the case is now. Two other 
policemen are awaiting a 
departmental hearing con- 
nected with the case. 

These officers are facing 
disciplinary actions as the 
result of falsifying reports in 
connection with the Abel, 
Fithin hearing. 

The officers first told their 
superiors and others investi- 
gating the case that they had 
not seen Fithin and Abel at 
the Cerebral Palsy Center on 
the moming of August 9. 
They later changed the story 
and said that they had seen 
Abel and Fithin at the Center 
on two separate occasions 
that moming.

Godfrey Grant was con- 
veyed to Mt. Sinai Hospital 
where he was pronounced 
dead on arrival. 

Mrs. Grant says that when 
she returned from the 
hospital, she told her aunt 
and uncle "Sweet Pea's 
dead.” 

Walter Sanders was 
arrested and is still in 
custody. He has been 
charged with 1st degree mur- 
der. Sanders is presently on 
Probation for shooting a man 
who had allegedly assaulted 
him about a year ago. 

Mrs. Grant says her 
husband and her uncle got 
along fine except when San- 
ders had been drinking. She 
says he was drunk at the time 
of the shooting, however she 
feels that he was not so 
drunk that he didn't know 
what he was doing. 

“| have no feeling at all for 
my uncle or aunt,” she said. 
“He seemed to know exactly 
what he was doing when he 
shot Sweet Pea.”

EQUAL HOUSING 
OPPORTUNITY 


MONTEGO BAY, JAMAICA — The housing situation here is 
@s good and as bad as anywhere else. That takes care of the 
housing report. Now to other things. 


It's an hour and a half by air Jamaica from that 
ridiculous place called Miami — and its even more slobbish 
half-sister named Miami Beach — to Montego Bay. Amazing 
how you can go from one worl another in just 90 minutes. 

The plane was late and the airport nearly deserted when

we arrived. Going through customs was a simple matter. We 
had a Green Card and a helpful, efficient porter who sensed 
this was our first trip. He guided us smoothly and charged us 
20 cents a bag to handle the luggage. 


Our initial destination was the Chatman Beach Hotel, 
perhaps the most Old World of the resorts on the strip bet- 
ween the airport and “in-town." Qur room was on the third 
floor of a recently constructed addition, air conditioned and 
overlooking the Carribbean, with our own private balcony. 
The air was warm, soft and sweet. aca 


We learned abruptly that the lordly American dollar wasn't 
worth a hell of a lot. Only 85 cents. And this pricg fluxuated. 
The people here prefer their own currency. Jamdlea money. 
Moreover, inflation has hit Jamaica and everything (accor- 
ding to what we've been used to) is high. Word of advice: to 
keep Jamaica green, bring money. ° 

Once we mastered the rate of exchange we also became 
aware that those who sell, really don't like. American 
currency. They prefer their own. Suggestion: when you get 
here, change to Jamaican currency. It'll save you time, 
trouble and even further discounting. 

After you get your finances in tolerable shape, (if ever) you 
can concentrate on the country itself. In just two words: it's 
fabulous! e 

The weather is soft and languid, the sky incredibly blue, 
the clouds fat and fluffy. The water in the Bay changes color 
constantly - from a pale green to emerald, to purple, to deep 
blue. Even when the sea is angry — as it was a couple of days 
= the colors remain, muted but pronounced. 


The hills rise abruptly from the sea — lush, green, shiny, ” 


spangled with flowers of all sizes, shapes and colors. Behind™ 
the “hotel strip’ are the homes of the affluent, perched 
against the hills, sometimes jutting out in defiance to the 
laws of gravity. They're beautiful. 

The population of Montego Bay is some 60 thousand. It's 
the. major city on what's known as the “north shore". Like 
other metropolitan centers throughout the world, It has great 
poverty and great wealth. Some of the slum housing in Cin- 
cinnati would be magnificent compared to what we found 
here. Some “houses” — and we were told this was the 
tropical influence —- would make Mexico blush. 

One thing about the housing however, there are no 
heating bills. The temperature stays in the high 70s and the 
low 80s year round.-Which of course cuts down on clothing 
costs. Employment is tight; wages are low. The so-called 
“good jobs" for Jamaicans are tied to the tourist industry 
which is being heavily promoted. Foreign investment oppor- 
tunities are good. 

A number of new hotels are being opened up along the 
east shore. Depending upon your own personal preferences, 
you can find whatever accommodations you want. You like 
Holiday Inn type of offerings? They have a hell of a plant 
here. Want to be where the action is? The Jamaican Piyboy 
Club is at Ochos Rios, some 65 miles “up the coast.’ 

We found the Chatham Beach Hotel to our own fikiny 
Charming, completely desirable and fulfilling. It is sparkling 
clean, the food is constantly excellent and the service Old 
World in manner and response. The manager is Georg 
(without the “e"’) Kahi, a skilled and efficient professional 
who runs the place with a skilled and professional hand. 

We took advantage of the Modified American Plan. (The 
MAP, as it's designated.) This provides breakfast and dinner 
In the rate charge. Food prices are high, even in the off- 
season. They actually fluxuate from day to day. And with the 
American dollar worth only 85 cents ... well, as | suggested 
bring money. 4 

We grabbed one of the tours (included in our travel 
package), and it's a good way to see things on a quick and 
safe basis. The drive extended along the coast into the ad- 
joining parish (county) to the world-famous Tryall Country 
Club and its fantastic golf course - but you need a lot of 
Bread to play this dilly! 

We found the best way to get around was to make 
friends with some of the help at the hotel. They know what's 
going on ... and how to get there. Let me tell you what hap- 
pened to us when we did this ....

Energy Shortage-Real or Phony? 


Whether or not the energy crisis 
is as real and as critical as govern- 
ment leaders, including our Presi- 
dent, would have us believe, very 
few Americans, outside the filthy 
rich, can look forward to escaping 
the spreading impact it-is destined 
to produce in 1974. 

Hardest hit, of course, will be the 
working stiffs who man the in- 
dustrial machines, the gasoline 
pumps, yes even the garbage 
trucks. While American .industry, 
which uses up some 70 percent of 
all the energy consumed in the na- 


tion, is almost certain to get its 


share of available energy sources, 
the little people who use their 
automobiles to get to and from 
work, with’ an occasional vacation 
jaunt slipped Ih ortce “a year—are 
going to be called upon. to_make 
disproportionate sacrifices 

Though some of the effects of the 
advertised crisis have already come 
home to roost in American homes, 
and while most-—Americans are 
literally “tightening their energy 
belts” in a voluntary fashion, most 
ot the citizenry. are. still.skeptical 
about governmental pronounce- 
ments about and explanations of 
how we got into such a mess. 

The outstanding culprit, we are 
led to believe are the Middle East 
oil-producing nations who are 
using this precious commodity to 
“blackmail” the United States and 
its allies into forcing concessions 
from the Israelis. 

But, according to. economists in 
England, shipping statistics fail to 
bear out the reports that there has 
been a 20 percent reduction in 
Arab oit production. According to 
London reports, an observer near a 
British port said last-week that he 
had never seen so many super 
tankers waiting to unload. 

These experts conclude that the 
oil buying public is in the oil com- 
panies’ hands, and these com- 
panies are still screaming scarcity 
‘while in the first four days of 
December, 39 percent more ton- 
nage of tankers sailed from the

largest Arab terminal, Ras Tanura 
in Saudi Arabia, than a year before. 
The Saudi Arabians, who can be 
considered pro-American, ap- 
parently have decided to take ad- 


“vantage of a sellers market, and to 


sell all the oil it can produce while 
the price of oil is at its highest level 
in history. . 

Sooner or later, these wily 
Arabians feel, the Western World 
will,catch up on the production of 
other sources of-energy, including 
nuclear €@nergy, and‘oil will be a 
drug on the world market. 


Meanwhile the major oil com- 
panies are skillfully using the crisis 
to increase their profits and to win 
governmental support for tax 
writeotfs on the expenses of explor- 
ing for additional energy. sources, 
and for the millions they will Spend 
on building new refinery facilities. 


Of course the energy crisis, like 
an ill wind, can be counted upon to 
blow” somebody good. Scientists 
will be getting generous grants to 
experiment with solar radiation and 
to build “safe” nuclear reactors. 
The bankrupt railroads stand an ex- 
cellent chance to-get themselves 
bailed out at taxpayers expense. 
Ever suffering mass transit is to get 
a shot in the arm. Big foundaries 
and steel mills are going to be 
spared the expense of costly anti- 
pollution installations, and work’on 
that Alaskan pipeline will proceed 
apace. 


. The fellow who will pay for it all 
is John Q citizen, who is now 
being implored to ride in smalier 
cars, sleep in colder bedrooms, ride 
the public buses, crowded or not, to 
his: favorite shopping’ center, and 
send his neighborhood in- 
dependent gas station operator a 
note of condolences when he is 
eventually forced out of business 
because our new energy czar has 
already placed him way 
down on the totem pole. 
Hail 1974!

As we enter into the new year, it is @ 
fitting time for Biacks in Cleveland to 
take a good introspective look at them- 
selves 

Blacks in no other city in America, 
have relrogressed as much as we have 
in Cleveland in the past three years 
Take a look at the record it is 
disgusting! 

Divisive leadership; business 
Stagnation; political jealousies: ar 
aimost bankrupt»NAACP;, a paucity of 
dynamic, courageous clergymen; a 
complete void in leadership among 
women : 

All of these and more. have con- 
tributed to the stagnation that has beset 
Cleveland, and has moved it from one 
of the most admired and copied cities 
of -atew-years-ago, toa position now 
where everybody is asking: “what's 
wrong with Cleveland?” 

While Black Cleveland has twiddied 
away opportunity after opportunity that 
would show that, through unity we can 
do things, @ther cities, inspired by what 
Black Clevelanders did during the 
Stokes years, have gone forward with 
great accomplishments: 

This week, Black Atlanta moves to 
the top of the list with possibly the most 
balanced representation in city and 
state government ot any American city 
And. for Georgia, that is no small ac- 
complishment. 

Here is what Atlanta has done. Elec- 
ted a Black mayor; a chairman and a 
majority-ot the Schoot Board;-one-halt 
ot the members of City Council, a 
Congressman and, a big delegation in 
the State Legislature. 

Just over the line from us in 
Michigan, Detroit. a city beset by more 
race riots in the past 40 years than any 
other American city, has caught the 
spirit of unity and left Cleveland way. 
behind, 

Detroit elected its first Black mayer. 
But they didn't stop there. They got 
contro! of City Council and other im- 
portant municipal positions. They 
already had two Black Congressmen, a 
Secretary of State and a sheriff: 

Beset with petty, conniving selfish 
politicians, Cleveland has stagnated in 
the mire_.of ward politics, and 
mediocrity. The leadership of Cong. 
Louis Stokes and the 21st District 
Caucus, has been challenged by Ar- 
noid Pinkney and George Forbes for no __ 
good facial reason. The white 
Democratic leadership has taken ad- 
vantage of this split.to the end that both 
Forbes and Pinkney are now just pawns 
in the hands of their manipulators. 
Mired down in a game of political 
brokerage, neither of these two are now 
free to do anything but play the party's 


Lady On 


Prime Minister Golda Mair of Israel 
topped the list of 1973 women most ad- 
mired by the American people, winning 
twice the number of votes of second 
choice Pat Nixon, wife of the President 
of the United States. The “election” 
was the result of an annual survey of 
1514 persons, 18 and older, interviewed 
between December 7-10. 

The American concensus was that 
Mrs. Meir has demonstrated that 
women are capable, shrewd, intelligent 
and forceful when necessary, and 
because most Americans are impressed 
with her fierce loyalty to her country 
and to every individual in it. . 

We sincerely hope that this American 
evaluation will hold Mrs. Meir in good 
stead as she and her ruling Labor 
Party face what is shaping up as their 
most critical political test in Israel's 
national elections at year's end. 

Doubts about her tenacity ang con- 
tinuing ability to rule have sprung from 
the outcome of the 18 days of warfare 
that erupted with the sneak attack by. 
the Arabs last October 8, which caught 
the Israelis by surprise and brought the 
nation close to defeat.

It seems that the larger the 
church, the less interest the pastor 
takes in the community. 

Likewise, the Black businessman in 
Cleveland is either silent or backward.

A very precious few show any in- 
terest in the community in which they 
make their tiving. 

It seems like Cleveland has-elected 
more nonentities to public office than 
any other city. Since this Is ‘the’ best

Year Of Crisis 


1973 is a classic example of a year 


that came in full-of nape: and expec- / 


tation and ended-by stinking out, its tail“ 
between its legs. 

Last January -- it seems like a decade 
ago the country inaugurated a 
President who won his second term by 
an’ enormous landslide. The economy 
was beginning to pick up and there was 
talk of a boom year. 

Twelve months later speculation is 
rife that the President will resign or may 
face impeachment-proceedings and the 
economy is in the grip of runaway 
prices and may yet fall victim to the 
energy crisis. 

In between, the sewers of Watergate 
opened up. washing ashore a number 
of highly placed government figures 
who were forced to resign, some who 
face indictments for criminal activities. 
and a few who will soon be first-hand 
experts on the U.S, prison: system: 

Qe who got away was Spiro Agnew. 
who started the year by being sworn in 
for his Second term as Vice President 
and ended it as a private citizen at 
large only because he was able to 
swing a deal with the federal 
prosecutors. 

If 1973, wittrits recurrent crises and 
sensational revelations was a year best 
forgotten’ by "the nation as-a& whol, it 
was even more difficult for black 
people 

In all of the various crises that shook 
the country. blacks were virtually ex- 
cluded from participating -- as usual. 
The big story of the year was 
Watergate. but while all sorts of 
politicians were reaping the rewards of 
publicity. the only black man in the 
case -- the security guard who broke up 

- the burglary of- the Democratic 
Headquarters -- was unemployed by 
mid-year. 

The Administration. mired in its 
Watergate mess, seemed, if anything, 
even more hostile to the aspirations of 
black citizens. This was the year in 
which black people were totally 
ignored in the Inaugural Address, and 
victimized by too many federal actions 
to list here. 

For starters, there was the freeze on 
housing programs that still keeps hun- 
dreds of thousands of families in in-

Black faces, black cultural centers, 
and black courses are such familiar 
sights on white college campuses

WHAT. TYPE OF ACCOUNT !S.MOST 
FREQUENTLY NEGLECTED? 

Recent studies have shown that there 
is a definite tendency to pay certain 
types of accounts and at the same time 
neglect other types. There is a reason 
for this situation. 

If the person does not pay for his car 
note he may lost it; if he does not pay 
for his house he may lost it, and if he 
does not pay the department store he 
will no. longer be able to use the ac- 
count. 

This condition creates an incentive to 
pay over and above the integrity and 
character of the individual. 

In the case of an account owed a 
florist, a doctor, a.dentist, or a plumber 
or electrician there is less leverage and 
the person may subconsciously feel 
less urgency and compulsion to pay ac- 
counts of this type. 

The reasoning often is something to 
the effect that he no longer needs the 
doctor, or the doctor did not do any 
good or overcharged and besides he 
could go to another doctor anyway.

Q. Since my husband's death 2 
years ago, I've been getting social 
security checks for myself, and two of 
our three children. However my oldest 
girl, who's now 24, couldn't get 
payments because she was over 18 
when she became disabled from ar- 
thritis. She was 19 when b=. 4isability 
began. Has this law changed? 


disability began before 22 can get mon- 
thly payments. You should contact your 
social security office to: apply for 
benefits for your daughter. 

Q. 'm_a widow with five young 
chikdren. | expected my social security 
checks to stop when | went to work full 
time, but {-still get the same emount 
every month. Why? 

A. With five young children, your 
family is. still entitled to a maximum 
family benefit- amount..based_on-your 
husband’s eamings. Since your five 
children continue’ to collect social 
security, your family keeps getting the 
same monthly amount--the family 
maximum—whether you work or not. 
Stopping “your check and increasing 
the monthly amount paid to each of 
your children could cause an in- 
terruption in your family's payments. 
For this reason, and to save ad- 
ministrative costs, the checks continue 
in your name. 

Q. Ina tew week I'll be changing my 
job and moving to another state. 
Should | notity a social security office 
of my new address? 

A. No, not unless you're -getting 
social security checks. Social security 
doesn't keep an uptodate record of 
your mailing address until you start get- 
ting benefits, Regardiess of where you 
work or live, social security keeps one 
central record of your earnings in work 
covered by social security. You use the 
same social security number in any 
State, and your number and name are 
enough to credit your earnings to your 
fecord no matter where you are. 


VA Education Programs Broaden

Very unfortunately, in all these ex- 
citements about Africa, the most im- 
portant aspect of her culture by which 
she is always presented to the outside 
world is still left somehow undis- 
covered. 


That aspect.is the African dancing 
world. is indeed a great pity that 
dance, which is the blood and bone of 
African culture; always finds its 
disgrace in the anthropology books and 
its graves in the tourist's notebooks. 

Since the choreographer (African) is 
considered as being uncivilized, in- 
ferior, primitive, savage, wild and what- 
have you, so also is his dance. 


To me, it seems unthinkable, if not 
impossible, to deal wifh any aspect of 
African culture without ing into a 
direct confrontation with dance. 


inthe recent past, however, few 
People began to pay (what they termed) 
serious’ attention “to African dance. 
These good-will industry pioneers 
could be classified into two groups. 


In the first group were adventurers, 
the joumalists or writers who went to 
Africa just to find something 
ridiculous, or to use the right ex- 
pression, “uncivilized,” to talk or write 
about.

Kwame Nkrume (former 
president of the Republic of Giiana) as 
an attempt to re-educate the *con- 
temporary ~Ghana elites of their 
traditional values; values which they 
were taught to condemn by the 
missionaries and the colonial masters. 

It is gratifying to see today that many 
people are embracing African works or 
art, wearing African dresses and hair- 
dos, leaming some African languages 
and even some African names. To all 
tHese | say bravo! But | am afraid that 
that is not all that is neededto-really 
understand and appreciate African 
culture.

It is no surprise that the 
first trace of African heritage which is 
attributed to any group of biatk people, 
no matter where they are on this planet, 
is music and dance first before 
anything else,

afterwards,” the psychiatrist 
explained. 

Their feelings of guilt and 
self-blame need to be 
relieved, he said. They are 
then able to cooperate with 
the physician, and to, un- 
derstand the important part 
they can play in helping the 
child. 

Dr, Berlin said that parents 
need to learn how to talk with 
their childten ‘about the disor- 
der in order to help them to 
control their behavior and to 
adjust at school 

“Approval is the most 
powerful tool in shaping 
behavior,” accerding to Dr. 
Berlin. 

He said that “the third per- 
son technique” is often help- 
ful--i.e,, telling the child 
about. others with, similar 
feelings of loneliness, anger, 
bewilderment, who. at times 
perhaps even hate’ parents 
and siblings. The child then 
understands that he has an 
ally and communication can 
begin. 

Dr. Berlin is president-elect 
of the American Academy’ of 
Child Psychiatry. He spoke at 
a course of MBD for 
physicians in private.practice 
sponsored by the Washington 
State Medical’ Association;

Desegregation 
Has Failed 


CHICAGO- ~__(NBNS) -= 
Schools Supt. James F: Red- 
mond has conceded on the 
basis of a recent survey that 
the city school board's efforts 
to desegregate more schools 
have failed. 

The results of the board of 
education's third annual 
racial headcount shows that 
the percentage of black 
students and the number of 
virtually all-black schools has 
risen, even thought blacks 
have joined whites in fleeing 
the Chicago school system. 
» When the 544,971-pupil 
system opened this fall, there 
. were 3,886 fewer black 
students enrolled. This: was 
an increase over the 2,622 
departures in the previous 
year, There also were 12,297 
fewer white students, com- 
pared with a 1972 drop of 
15,169 over the previous year. 

School officials attributed 
part of the drop in black 
enroliment to a reduced birth 
rate, But they believe the 
major factor was the 
movement of black families to 
the suburbs, 

Thomas S. Teraji, director 
of facilities planning for the 
school system, said the latest 
survey shows that more black 
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environment for their children 
and more now have the 
economic means to move to 
the suburbs. 

He predicted that the num- 
ber of black children leaving 
the schoo! system would in- 
crease in the next four years 
until it equals the expected 
white departure rate of about 
10,000 a year. 

The only racial group in- 
creasing in the .Chicago 
schools was the Latin 
Americans, They now make 
up 11.7 percent of the total, © 
compared with 11.1 last year 
and 10.4 the year before. 
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Bias once again reared its 
ugly head as an East End 
Cate refused to serve a Black 
customer, but the most con- 
troversial headline of the 
month was one that appeared 
in the Call & Post saying 
blacks must vote biack. 

One would have thought

At this time, let's talk-about 
the great Bob Gibson of the 
St Louis ‘Cardinals “we calt 
ims great athlete “Hard-and 
Fast”, because he had a hard 
fast ball that so many batters 
feared 

Because he is older now, 
Gibson pitches with his head 
and does not throw his hard- 
fast ball unless it is 
necessary 

Several years ago | had the 
pleasure of talking to Bob at 
Cincinnati. The’ Cards were 
set to play the Reds in an im- 
portant series. 

We found Bob to be a very 
intelligent young man. Bob 
said the news media are 
Saying, “| am not throwing as 
hard, but. they are wrong. | 
am using my age. A pitcher 
who has been in the major 
leagues as long as | have 
should learn the art of pit- 
ching, and | know | am doing 
just that.” A pitcher can last a 
jong time if he is smart.” How 
about your hitting?" we 
asked, Gibson smiled and 
said, “! could always hit the 
bail and at times would mix it 
up with along ball, too.” 

Believe you me, baseball- 
fans, Gibson can really sock 
that apple. | had the chance 
to see him hit a double and 
two singles in his game 
against the Red and he won 
the game. Gibson was always 
a superlative pitcher for the 
St. Louis Cardinals. 

in. his first season. with the 
Cards, 1961, the Gibson won 
13 games for a team. thet 
finished fifth 

Remember when he was 
hero of the 1967 World Series 
victory with three complete 
game victories that turneo 
the Red Sox Cinderella 
coach into a large pumpkin. 
Later he went on a winning 
streak which opposing club 
found it impossible to score 
on him, much less score a 
victory over the great Gibson. 

in one stretch Gibson gave 
up only two runs in 95 in- 
nings and they were on the 
tainted side, too. If that is not 
Pitching, it just will have to 
do until someone else comes 
around 

There is one thing Gibson 
would not talk about and that 
is hitters. His theory was that 
the good hitters who start 
slowly generally hit their 
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pace around July and then 
watch out: ‘They are ready 
then,” said Gibson 

In talking about the young 
men in the minors Gibson 
was of the opinion that the 
rookie is brought up too soon 
and when he grabs a bat he 
Starts swinging .from the 
heels. “H «shows a lack of 
experience.” said Bob The 
‘young man in “the minors 
should stay at least four to 
five years and then he is 
ready. When a rookie comes 
up to the majors let's say 
when he reached 23 or 24 he 
is ready.’ 

Gibson gets most of his 
strikeouts on a good slider 
and not his fast ball. He 
throws the fast when the bat- 
ters least expects it 

Some pitchers today are 
just throwers and do not use 
ther head. It takes con- 
centration. and brains. to 
become a great hurler 

There has not been a pit- 
“cher'with an ERA under 1.00 
since Ferdinand Maurice 
Schupp did in 1916 for the 
New York Giants. 

Gibson will go down in 
history as one of the great 
pitchers of all times and will 
make the Baseball Hall of 
Fame.when he hangs up his 
gloves.
